There appears to be a growing tendency on 
your part to allow expenditures at this school to increase. 
You should be fully aware of present conditions and the 
difficulty that the Department is experiencing in obtaining 
the necessary funds for the operation of schools. It is 
aifficult to understand why it was necessary to employ 6 
man from September 20. However, as you have committed the 
Department to this expenditure you may resubmit the voucher 
for his wages from that date. 


I wish to point out that your letter re- 
questing authority to employ the furnace man was dated 
October 27 and consequently the man had been working for 
over a month before you applied for the necessary authority. 
In future unless you epply for authority before incurring 
expenditures the Department will be unable to consider 
their payment and you will be personelly responsible.

It was hoped to 
secure a water supply for the m the well aug by the missionary 
last year, but unfortunately A at the water from this well 
was conterinate nui onsafe. + seems the missionary 
installed an electric puny in the cellar of his house with which he used 
an artesian well securing water at 2 depth of about fifteen feet, which 
on enalysis was jeclared good. 


It has been cugi ested by the Iniian Agent that a similar 
plan might be followed at the school. The whole matter will be investigated 
by our Supervisor of Vocational Trainings Mr. A. J. Doucet, who will 
be at Odansak at a very early iate. 


As you are aware, this whole question of bad water in 
the vicinity of Odanak and Pierreville is an extremely impertant one and es 
I mentioned to you several members of our staff have become ill, 
seriously. “het solution there could be for the whole difficulty both for 
the Indians and other members of the community is difficult to say. 


On the immediate question of the school water supplys 
however, you will be advised further 8 soon as a report hes been received 
from Mr. Doucet.

On last visit of Mr. Doucet at Pierreville Indien 
Reserve it was question, to improve the supply of water at the 
above named school, to use a wells dug by the missione ry last 
yeer and epvroximately 125 feet distant from the school. The 
missionary i iliing to let the sisters have the wells provided 
we instsll a hend pump for his use. 


It was decided to enlarge this we lls, to cement it, 
dig a trench and instell an electric pump in the school celier. 
Mr. Doucet asked me to look for the prices and estim: tes of these 
different items and submit a report. That is what I did except 
for the report. The reason is that before sterting anything T 
guessed it was preferable to assure if the weter wes good. The 
water wes anelyzed by the Provincial Laboratory and was declered 
"Unsafe" (Report enclosed). It is believed that this water is 
contaminated by the pail travelling up and down to fetch water 
end by the defective covering of the wells. This may be the 
reason of the contamination of this water. 


In the meantime the priest had installed an electric 
pump in the celler of his house. He drove a pipe with a@ point 
attached to its lower end right into the @round of the celler 
and he reached water about 15 feet in depth. I was watching: this 
very closely, After it had worked 2 or 3 weeks satisfactorily 
IT ssked to the priest to heve the water unalyzed. He did so 
and I have just received the report yesterday. The re port is 
declered "Good" by the samples taken from the tap. The other 
samples come from a pump instell next to the electric pump 
and to be used in case the electric service stop; this happen 
sometimes. This pump is new and has not been used except to assure 
if it wes functioning good. It may happen the germs found by 
anélysis were in the pump before its installetion and that the 
pump has not been used enough to wesh them out. 


I would suggest this kind of installation instead than 
use the wells close the school which we intended to use in 
the first plece. Here we have no wells to enlarge, no trench to 
dig, much less pipe to buy and much less labour to pay. or course

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I cannot guarentee we will strike water surely. This is rather 
capricious. But it is e good risk to teke, I believe. we can 
use a hand pu first, have the water et lyzed end if all give 
satisfaction, install the electric pump. Todrive e pipe about 1 
feet indpth will cost about one man day. I heve one hand pump 
I could lend for that and I think we could borrow a point. 


There happen new develo ments regarding the Pierreville 
weter works lately. For many y ars there has been much quarrel 
between Ludger Cloutier, owner of Pierreville waterworks, and the 
Municipality of Pierreville concerning the water supplied to the 
population. For the last years Pierreville has been searching for 
water in the ground and last week they have succeeded. According 
to the sayings of the engineer they have three spots where tiree 
ertesian wells could be installed with « capacity of one 50.000 
gallons per day and the other two 75.000 each. This is very 
interesting for the need of Pierreville and ijanek is 110.000 
to 120.000 daily. 


I had an interview with the Major about this. They are 
plenning agreements with the farmers where the weter is (The water 
is *# mile outside of the village). They are prepering a referendum 
and it is question to buy Cloutier's interests and repair or 
rebuild this waterworks. The water was analyzed and declared "Good". 
The council seems to be & mood to speed up things, but it will 
take many months before we have that water at our taps. 


Enclosed are different kind of systems and suggestions 
with estimates. I think there are enough explenetions and 
illustrations to meke it clear.

Caughnawaga, Que., Dated December 28, 1927 


Original on 5-1-1. 


During the first months of the school tern, 
I had considerable trouble with some of the French 
children of St. Isidore Hosad School. Their parents were 
prejudiced against the teacher and made her task 
unbearable. I visited the school often and gave her 
every assistance possible. As Mr. Joc is seldom home, 
I played the part of truant-officer and 2nt to see the 
parents who live at the far end of the serve. Nothing 
could convince them of their false judgments, and as 
they were determined to hold their own opinion and 
continue toc make trouble I was forced to report the case 
to the Agent o settled them with a fine. Now peace 
reigns in the school and the teacher can control her 
pupils and co:

I would refer to your memorendum of January 4, 1949, 
written in reply to our memorandum of December 6, 1948, re the 
estete of John Phillips and the Cauchnewaga Bush Indian Day School. 


In your said memorandiwm you gave an opinion to the 
effect that the Quit Claim Deed dated May 8, 1908, between John 
Phillips and His Majesty n dward the Seventh, as represented 
by the Superintenient General of Indien Affairs, is void and, 
therefore, the bush school and the lot on which it is located 
belonged to Joim Phillips’ Estate. It is my understanding in thet 
particular case, it was said that when John Phillips released the 
property, he did so or so lone as the land was used for school 
purposes and, therefore, was only paid the sum of $1.00 for the 
property. 


Ve now have e somewhat similar situation regarding the 
St. Isidore Road Indien Day School which is located on parts of 
Reserve Lots S02 and 508. In this case the Indian owners of Lots 
502 and 508 released forever their interest in the portions of the 
lots teken for the school lot and each received compensation at the 
rate of 50.00 per acre from the land taken from each of their holdin s. 
quit Claim Deeds were executed on July 17, 1911, between the two orners 
and His Majesty, “i ree the Fifth, as represented by the 
Superintendent General of Indian Affairs. 
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The St. Isidore Rosd School is no longer used 
ené the Education Division wish to dispose of it to ean Indian 
or Indians. There was never any indicetion thet the ocricinal 
owners of Lote S02 and 508 released the land for the school 
only for so long as it was used for school purposes as was intimeted 
in the bush road school cease. We contend thet the owners knowingly 
released forever their possessory interest in the lends taken for 
the school lot and now thet the lends and buildings ere no longer 
required by the Education Division, they would automatically revert 
to Band ownership ani can be #014 or otherwise disposed of by the 
Band. 


I should be very pleased to receive your comments in 
this matter.

It ir my understending in thet 
particular case, it wes said that when John Phillipe released the 
property, he ¢id so ‘or so long as the land was used for school 
purposes and, therefore, was only peid the sus of £1.00 for the 
property. 


“e now have @ somewhat similar ritustion regarding the 
St. Isidore Roed Inédien Dey “chool which is located on parts of 
Reserve Lote SO2 and 508. In this case the Injian owners of Lots 
502 and 50S released forever their interest in the portions of the 
lote teken for the school lot and each received compensation at the 
rate of 950.00 per acre from the land taken from each of their holdin. 
it Claim Deeds were executed om July 17, 1911, between the two orners 
and Hie Majesty, orge the Fifth, as represented by the 
Superintendent General of Indien Affairs. 
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The St. Isidore Roed School is no longer used 
and the Mducation Division wish to dispose of it to an Indien 
or In@ians. There wae never any indicetion thet the orircinal 
owners of Lote S02 and 508 released the land for the school 
only for so long es it was used for school purposes as ves intimeted 
in the bueh road school case. “e contend thet the owners knowingly

I think the Village of St. Regis is a point where some attention 


should be given tes tn improvement of ite day school facilities. AA«- 


Schoole were amalgamated because it was found that the Indime could 
not afford the large educational sxpenses which were charged to them 
and owing to the fact that the interests of the Indians were not being 
served by such a large nurber of Schools. I think that we should have 
a model Day School on the St. Regie Reserve and should undertake to 
improve the attendance by giving a mid-day meal to children who have 

to come from a dietanoce, or to all the children if it were possible to 
have the villagers contribute in supplies or in some other way toward 
the cost. The attendance should be made compulsory. The present building 


is not a good one, and we should take steps to provide a new one, either

It will be noted in some cases very iow averagc for 
December. This is due to the flu epidemic mostly. In general 
4t can be said that attendance at the various schools hus 
maintained a hich level. Such a high percentage is perticular- 
ly noteworthy -t the Chetlain school where it was difficult 
to get the boys to school. The reverse is now the case as 
far as the boys are concerned. vit the exoept‘on of the 
Cornwall Island “ast school no manual training is carried on. 
The villace boys get the benefit of some training along this 
line when such is »~ossible with the time at the disposal of 
the local constable. With only one an now stationed here 
less time can be devoted to such work amongst the boys. Due 
to the poor freezing of the St. Lawrence this winter it has 
not been possible during December to get to St. Regis Island 
School. Tee cond’tions are such that it is not safe to walk 
nor can a bont be used. Only emergency trips are made by the 
Indian residents of the island. 


In general the children on the whole appear to be 
well-behaved and industrious. There is very little incentive 
for those children in our yuebec schools to devote much 
energy to studies after they reach the are of 15 as t prospect 
of being able to attend a high school is n better than in past 
years. The hard period to keep those children st sehool is 
between the age of 15 and 16. The boy a particular just wont 
exert themselves too muoh after 15. This situation is most 
unfortunate as they have just reuche a point in life when they 
should be capshle of absorbing some knowledge. I feel though 
thet if we could give them the kind of training they would 
like at this period we would be well repaid and would not have 
any attendance problem on our hands to contend with.
